‘ WASHINGTON — The United States 
today entered the war in Cambodia, in 
support of South Vietnamese operations 
across the border against Viet Cong 
and North Vietnamese forces. 


The U.S. state. department said advisers, 
tactical air strikes and logistic support were 
provided as “a necessary and effective measure” to 
save American lives and those of its allies. 


Assistant Defence Secretary Daniel Z. Henkin 
told reporters “the United States Military Assist- 
ance Command, Vietnam, in» response to the 
request of the government of Vietnam is prepared 
to provide support” for the South Vietnamese 
operations. 


@ President ra was also reported today 
to have authprized a second shipment. of between 
4,000 and 5,000 rifles from South Vietnam to 
Cambodia. 


@ The U.S. State department Tuesday 
brushed off a warning from Communist China 
Tuesday to halt aggression in Southeast Asia and 
said Peking should.dlirect its concern to invaders 
from North Vietnam.

U.S. Consulted Before Attack 


Henken, in his statement today said: 


“Before the Republic of Vietnam armed forces 
launched its current. operations on the Cambodian 
border, the United States- government was fully 
consulted. The determination was made that the 
action is a necessary and effective measure to save 
American and other. free world lives and to 
strengthen the Vietnamization program.” 


Senator J. W. Fulbright (Dem. Ark.), long a 
critic of U.S. involvement in Southeast Asia, took a 
different view, calling the actidn “a great mistake” 
anda “major escalation” of the Indochinese 
war, 


If the reports are true, Fulbright told 
reporters, “it would be a great mistake, a great’ 
tragedy, directly contrary to what we’ have been. 
led to believe.” 


Fulbright is chairman of the Senate foreign 
relations committee. 


Noting that State Secretary William P. Rogers 
indicated to the committee Monday that the Nixon 
administration had not reached a decision on 
Cambodian requests for massive military aid, 
Fulbright said: “It looks as if they weren’t very 
candid.” 


Déstruction of Red ‘Bases 


Henkin, who refused to elaborate on his 
statement, said the South Vietnamese government 
has described the purpose of the operations in the 
Parrot Beak area as “to destroy an extensive _ 


complex of North Vietnamese and Viet Cong bases \ 


and depots in Cambodian territory, barely 35 miles 
from Saigon.” 


“These bases and depots have posed an 
increasing threat to the security of free -world 
forces in South Vietnam as a result of increased 
enemy activities in Cambodia. and along the 
Cambodian - South Vietnamese border,” Henkin 
said. 


The Wnited States until now has .officially 
stayed-militarily clear of the developing Cambodia 
military war, which pits Cambodia’s small 35,000- 
man army against the North Vietnamese and the 
guerrillas from South Vietnam. who have occupied 
an area inside: Cambodia fronting South Vietnam 
for'more than five years. .

BOSTON — Judge 
Jamies A, Boyle said in 
an inquest report made 
public’ today he did not 
believe Senator Edward 
M. Kennedy intended to 
leave Chappaquiddick 
Island with Mary Jo Ko- 
pechne at the time of the 
automobile accident 
which killed the 28-year- 
old secretary. 

Boyle also said thére was 
cause to believe Kennedy 


operated: his car negligently 
in a manner that “appears to 


. have contributed to the death 


,of-Maty Jo Kopechne.”” 

But the surprise finding of 
his 12-page inquest report, 
dated Feb. 18, was this 
challenge to Kennedy’s public 
account of thé accident: 

“T infer a reasonable and 
probable explanation of the 
totality of the above’ acts is 
that Kennedy and Kopechne 
did not intend: to return. to 
Edgartown at that time; that 
Kennedy did not intend to 


drive to the ferry slip and his ° 


turn onto Dike. Road was 
intentional.’’ 


CLAIMS WRONT TURN 

In his own televised. report 
on the accident July 25 last 
Kennedy said he made a 
wron turn onto a narrow 
bridge while driving Miss 
“Kopechne to the ferry which 
links Chappaquiddick. with 
Martha’s Vineyard, off the 
Massachusetts. coast. 

Judge Boyle said that to 
drive acroos Dike Bridge at 
even 20 miles an hour, as 
Kennedy admitted, ‘would at 
least be negligent and 
probably reckless.’’ 

“Tf Kennedy knew of this 
hazard, his operation of the 
vehicle constituted criminal 
conduct,”” the judge said. 

Judge Boyle went on to 
state flatly that Kenyedy had 
driven over Dike Road. and 
Dike Bridge twice on the day 
of the accidertt, and he said 
Miss Kopechne had done the 
same. i 


HAZARD THERE 

“T believe it probably that 
Kennedy knew of.the hazard 
that lay ahead of him on Dike 
Road but that, for some 
reason not apparent from the 
testimony, he failed to exer- 
cise due care as he ap- 
proached. the’ bridge,” the 
report said. ‘ 

Judge Boyle’s report was a 
bombshell casting doubt om 
some of the essential parts. of 
the senator’s previous two 
public accountings of the 
accident. 


~ Second U.S. Error in Two Days 
Kills Six South Vietnamese 


SAIGON (CP) — In their second 
battlefield error in two days, U.S. 
forces have killed six South Viet- 
namese civilians and_ wounded five 
others, the U.S. command reported 
today. 

The command said the latest 
mistake occurred Tuesday when an 
artillery shell landed in a village by 


mistake while American guns were 
firing at a suspected Viet Cong 
target eight miles from Quang Tri 
city in northern South Vietnam. 

The command reported Tuesday 
that 10 South Vietnamese soldiers 
were killed and 20 wounded when 
U.S. pilots hit the wrong area 
Monday during a bombing mission.

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Architect Act 
‘No Concern’ 
Of Saanich 


There is fothing in the 
Architectural Profession Act 
to make a municipality en- 
force .or observe it, Saanich 
solicitor D, A. M. Patterson 
told the. municipal planning 
committee Tuesday night. 

The obligation is on the 
person who intends to erect a 
building, he said. 

And if there are persons 
committing offences under 
the act, the Architectural 
Institute of. British Columbia 
can take’legal action itself. 

Patterson was reiterating 
views expressed at a meeting 
last month, where profes- 
sional architects and building 
designers confronted’ each 
other. Because of an over- 
sight, architects were not 
invited to Tuesday night’s 
meeting and the subject was 
tabled, yee 

The Architectural Profes- 
sion Act lists a variety of 
structures where an architect 
is required as the designer, 
including buildings’ of $50,000 
or more. This would include 
three-storey: fra me apart- 
ments. 

The institute has asked 
Saanich to observe the act by 
not accepting plans from 
those not qualified to submit 
them. 

Patterson said there»are no 
obligations on a municipality 
in the Architectural: Profes- 
sion Act and they are not 
required to observe it. 

Municipalities only have 
those powers 
them by the legislature in the 
Municipal Act, This permitted 
regulations te be made for 
health, safety and protection 
of property. To do more is‘ to 
go beyond this. act. 

“It’s up to the architects, 
they have the right. to police 
their own act’ and to take 
legal action," he said.

{" DOES NOT TAKE LONG FOR 

a new traffic route to become 
so familiar and people so dependent 
on it that the public cannot 
remember how it got along without 


the wider street or the extension-. 


which now it enjoys. The street 
changes—apart from other pro- 
jects—which are contained in the 
five-year improvement plan to go to 
the voters on Thursday are of this 
nature, and in considering them it is 
interesting to look back at the 
‘results of the last five-year capital 
budget and see how some of its 
completed features have. become 
necessities which we now. accept 
without question. Yet in their time 
they were debatable points—their 
need ,was questioned and their cost 
was deplored. 

You have only to see the cars 
pouring through that upper part, of 
Fort Street which used to be called 
the Dardanelles to realize what 
today’s traffic would be like without 
this widened gateway to and from 
the downtown area. Yet it took 
more than 40 years of talk to get 
the plan off the drawing board and 
onto the ground. Similarly with the 
Rose-Blanshard thoroughfare. |De- 
spite the fact that the provincial 


government let us down by refusing ~ 


to design a northern connection, the 
wide avenue even. in its present 
state prevents Douglas Street from 
becoming a maddening rush-hour 
bottleneck. 

The Causeway widening, at the 
cost of precious feet of Empress 
lawn, keeps the summer traffic 
from coming to a standstill around 
the’. harbor, And the smaller im- 
provements—the Vancouver Street 
extension at-Heywood, the Richard- 
son Street alterations that move 
traffic’ easily . eastward—are’ all 
examples of arguable projects that 


e 


became practical necessities as soon 
as the public had a chance to try 
them. ~ 

Today, the suggested : traffic 
improvements on. the referendum 
ballot are going through the same 
process of examination and 
questioning. But the growing traffic 
flow requires that we keep up with 
the demand for easily usable routes 
to and from the city centre. We 
cannot wait until stalled vehicles 
demonstrate the need: we have to 
plan ahead to keep cars and people 
moving. . 

That is what the five-year plan 
means, and voters will be asked to 
authorize borrowing to construct a 
route through Johnson-Begbie- 
Shelbourne which will take traffic 
northward and eastward: as an 


alternative to existing streets. In 


particular it will make it possible to 
go ahead with the one-way plans for 


-Johnson and Pandora which will tie 


in with the Johnson’ Street Bridge 
approach. These projects are a key 
part of the city’s planned develop- 
ment. - 

The Finlayson Street plan, link- 
ing Blanshard and Shelbourne, will 
provide another needed east-west 
route, and the Vancouver Street 
projection from Pandora to Pem- 
broke will ease the need for more 
north-south routes. Existing streets, 
such: as Cook between Hillside and 
Bay, Quadra from Burdett to 
Humboldt, Blanshard. from Court- 
ney to Humboldt, Bay from Douglas 
to Blanshard; and others, will be 
improved to speed traffic and 
relieve congestion. A few weeks 
after these improvements have 
been made, drivers and passengers 
will wonder how they ever managed 
without them, But it will take a 60 
per” cent: “yes”: vote by property 
owners on Thursday to get them. 


| Intolerable Risks 


ELEASE OF THE FEDERAL 

‘overnmient’s “secret” report on 
West Coast towboat operations pro- 
vides evidence to support widely 
held beliefs that unnecessary haz- 
ards are added to the risks of an 
oeeupation that has suffered too 
many founderings and deaths in re- 
cent years. 

The marmes of individuals, com- 
panies and craft are net_disclosed, 
but the( report is an indictment of 
the operation in general. To the 
basically unsafe design of some 
-tugboats are added the dangers of 
over-long working shifts, inadequate 
training for many crewmen ‘and a 
lack of concern for safety practices 
that add up to invitdtions to 
disaster, particularly among the 
smaller tugs. : 

This is a situation which 
demands immediate correction. 
Where vessels thermiselves are of 


faulty design, they should be 
removed from service until their 
faults are corrected. Where the 
danger stems from non-observance 
of life-saving or navigational regu- 
lations, there should be prompt 
action to. see that crews or super- 
visory personnel are trained to take 
full advantage of protective pro- 
cedures, Where ignorance or care- 
lessness contributes to risks, the 
men involved should be taken off 
the boats until they have learned 
the value of safety standards. 
A report saying that 80 per cent 


_ of West Coast tugboats and half the 


men aboard them are constantly 
exposed to unsatisfactory and dan- 
gerous conditions, demands correc- 
tive action without delay.. Risks 
from the sea itself — storm, tide, 
reef and normal work afloat — are 
sufficient without those that arise 
from imadequate training, heedless- 
ness or poor construction. 


Storm Warning in West Van 


AST EASTER THE B.C. TEACH- 
ers’ Federation pledged support 
for the West Vancouver Teachers 
- Association in its resolutions to 
protect jobs of members'that might 
be in jeopardy following voters’ 
rejection of a school board referen- 
dum, The Federation’s pledge en- 
dorsed “any militant action deemed 
necessary.” - ee 
This week the West Vancouver 
school board decided to cut 45 
teachers frorr its rolls in an attempt 
to reduce 1970 expenditures. The 
' reductions will inchide 32 teachers 
who have already tendered resigna- 
tions. This would boost the pupil- 
teacher ratio from 24-to-one to 27- 
to-one in elementary schools, and 
from 20-to-one to 21%-to-one in 
secondaries. It would also reduce 
total staff by about 12 per cent. 
These are ingredients of a 
potentially explosive -confrontation. 
Inevitably the point will be made 
that present methods of school 


financing are inadequate — as they 
are — and that a broader taxation 
base for educational costs is re- 
quired. The provincial formula will 
be under attack again and the 
argument will be expressed that the 


sufferers inevitably will be children. 


denied a lower pupil-teacher ratio, 
which is considered perhaps the 
most significant beneficial trend in 


_recent educational change. 


Tt would be unfortunate, how- 
ever, if the issue were confined to 
these restrictive ilines. There are 
other considerations to be weighed. 
The West Vancouver situation could 
produce a searching investigation of 
our school system seen from the 
various viewpoints of teachers, 
taxpayers, elected school trustees 
and department of education and 
finance officialdom, over which 
elected political figures have juris- 
diction.

Froth But No Substance in Municipal-Provincial Talk 


Y -all the usual gtandards, the re- 
cent provincial-municipal confer- 
ence here — the first of its kind since 
the Ontario Municipal Act was passed in 
1849 — was a ghastly 
failure. Premier Poe 
Robarts averred it 
“very stimulating”’ in™ 
his summary speech 
but he must have 
been thinking of the 
theatre of the ab 
surd: he wasn’t even 
present for most of it 
and neither were 
most of the munici- 
pal delegates. The 
hall was two-thirds empty as Mr. 
Robarts searched his bag of cliches to 
enumerate (unsuccessfully) the ‘‘great 
strides” whieh had been made and to 
reassure everyone that- whatever had 
been accomplished would not be allowed 
to “drop by the wayside.” 

What was accomplished defies deline- 
ation. The pfovince had nothing new to 
offer for the problem of the cities and its 
statements consisted of rehashed de- 
scriptions of long-term provincial poli- 
cies. With one or two exceptions, the 
mayor and reeves were unable to rise 
above their own parochial beefs. Nobody 
seemed to have more than the vaguest 
idea of why they were there or what 
they were doing. 

The catch-word of the conference, of 
course, was “partnership.” No longer 
are the municipalities to be the 
“creatures” of the province but ‘‘part- 
ners.” “The time has gone when we can 
function separately,” Mr. Robarts in-

‘toned in his opening speech. ‘Our 


keynotes for the Seventies must be co 


operation, co-ordination and understand- 


ing.” “Oh, it's partners now?’’ one 
mayor commented the next day. ‘But 
you haven't changed the Municipal Act.’’ 

Which indeed is the whole point. The 
120-year-old Municipal Act gives the 
municipalities such powers and functions 
as the province pleases; it is not in any 
real sense the ‘‘constitution’” of the 
cities, although the phrase is frequently 
used, because it does not confer 
autonomy. Most municipal decisions are 
subject to provinciak approval of one 
kind or another and many of their 
programs are determined for them 
either by the province or by appointed 
special purpose bodies, such as planning 
boards, over whom municipal councils 
have little or no control. 


Inadequate Tax 


Fiscally, the main source of munici- 
pal revenue, the property tax, is grossly 
unable (except at intolerable rates) to 
finance the services municipalities are 
expected to provide; The deficit must 
therefore be made up by provincial 
grants, always inadequate and usually 
provided with strifigs and much. gratui- 
tous advice attached. About half of the 
revenue generated by the property tax 
goes to school boards, whose expendi- 
tures are legally beyond municipal 
control. 

All this, of course, did not just 
develop haphazardly. It was quite 
deliberate and for the simple reason,. to 
put it bluntly, that municipalities were 
not considered capable of running -their 
own affairs. They could not be trusted 
with self-government. And indeed, many 
if not most of them have amply 


demonstrated over the years that the 
fear was well-founded. 

Does it remain so? That perhaps was 
the main thing the province sought to 
learn from the conference here. Many of 
the municipal delegates complained, for 
example, that. they are not allowed to 
bring their experts: and officials with 
them; this was a clever provincial ploy 
— the province wanted to see how the 
mayors and reeves handled themselves 
when they were on their own. One of the 
better ones, Mayor D.G. Newman of 
Whitby, predicted that the municipalities 
would demonstrate at. the conference 


that they have “reached a level of 


sophistication in government which chal- 
lenges that of the Province,’’ but Mayor 
Newman was an exception; whatever 
other qualities municipal politicians may 
have displayed, sophistication in govern- 
ment was not one of them. 

Not surprisingly, Mr. Robarts was 
mueh more guarded in talking about 
“partnership” at the end of the 
conference than when it began. “While 
we want a partnership,” he said, “we 
must bave a clearer definition of roles 
and responsibilities. It will take a good 
jeal of discussion to work this one out.” 

ich rather takes everything back to 

The hard fact is that the Robarts 
government is not much more competent 
in this area than the municipalities. 
Various of its long-term policies are 
sound enough but they stop short of the 
real problem: they do not pretend to 
reconcile municipal functions and muni- 
cipal : fiscal capacity. Indeed, they 
envisage an even greater dependency by 
the municipalities on the’ provincial 
treasury. 


Yet it is précisely the lack of fiscal 
autonomy — and its corollary, . the 
absenee of fiscal responsibility — which 
has caused the urban crisis and the 
baffling phenomenon of urbanization 
wherein local government is dying away 
even as the cities are exploding with 
growth. If city-dwellers are angry. and 
frustrated and the quality of life is 
deteriorating, it is because they have 
been effectively disenfranchised by a 
system in which the pressure of their 
votes can hardly be felt. It is an unusual 
municipal election in thts province if 
over 30 per cent of the voters turn out to 
vote; the.public long ago realized it was 
electing political nobodies. 


Could Cut Services .. 


There are only two answers. to this. 
One is to reduce the order of municipal 
services to the capacity of the property 
tax. If, for exarhple, all the mumieipali- 
ties in Ontarid had made no contribution 
to education, health and welfare in 1968 
(these responsibilities being taken over 
by the province), their expenditures 
would have been cut by 47 per cent — 


- well-above what they received in make- 


up provincial grants. 


The alternative and preferable ap- 
proach (on the argument that local 
services are best finafced locally) is to 
authorize the cities to levy new faxes, 
which means, fot to put too fine a point 
on it, municipal income taxes, Eventu- 
ally, with the completion of regional 
government, this is what will probably 


happen. In the meantime, all talk of | 


“partnership’’ and self-government for 
the cities is just so much political dross.

Surgery and medicine 
in partnership with tech- 
nology can transplant 
tissue now by graft from 
one person to another 
such as skin, and organs 
such as liver and kidney 
and hearts and from one 
part to another in the 
same person such as 
blood vessels or cartilege. 


They can implant artificial 
materials and machines for 
medically indicated purposes, 
for example synthetic arteries 
and electron cardiac pace- 
makers. And they can sup- 
plant tissue with plastic or 
synthetig. heart valves or 
kidney machines. 

A lot of this “spare parts” 
medicine is only in its earliest 
stage of success but it is here. 
to stay. As Marshall McLuhan 
says, we live, most of us, in a 
rearview mirror. We are not 
even as quick as Alice was in 
her looking glass, we think of 
new things only retrospec- 
tively, we think of radios as

wireless, and autos as horse- 
less carriages and trains as 
iron horses and refrigerators 
as iceboxes and cinemato- 
graphy as-moving pictures. 

We are ‘caught in something 
of this same conceptual lag 
with respect to medicine and 
the result is we are being 
prodigally wasteful in our 
funeral practices and stupidly 
selfish in our misuse of vital 
organs while we are living 
and even more so when we 
die. 

It may not be too much to 
say that very often so-called 
reverent or pious death cere- 
monies, solemn rites of pas- 
sage are really nothing more 
than. acts of callous indiffer- 
ence and our dying nowadays, 
80 per cent of it in hospitals, 
ho.more in homes, is followed 
through in complete and 
selfish disregard of the health 
and survival needs of others. 

The problem arises because 
medicine needs more spare 
parts for transplantation than 
it can find and the issue is a 
cultural-ethical one. Ought we 
not to donate the human parts 
and tissue needed to save 
lives and give: our social 
reinforcement to such dona- 
tions whether the donors are 
still well or near to dying? 

In New York City there are 
always 50 to 100 victims of 
kidney disease on chronic 
dialysis waiting in line for a 
new kidney -from either a 
living donor who has volun- 
teered to share one kidney or 
from the body of another 
patient-who willed his kidneys 
for extraction and transplant 
after death. 

And. in. cases of kidney 
failure alone 7,644 patients 
died in the United States. in 
1963 and in that same year 
there were 10,600 kidneys 
available from: patients dying 
of sgn: 4 hemorrhage 
which is a fa'rly ‘abrupt kind 
of death which leaves other

vital organs in very good 
condition, Even after ruling 
out some of those potential 
transplants because they were 
either diséased or incompat- 
ible there would have been 
more than enough kidneys to 
meet all of the needs. 

Given good surgical and 
medical logistics and getting 
the moral-religious block out 
of the way death or prolonged 
dialysis for lack of spare 
kidneys would be pretty close 
to ended. It is estimated that 
14,000-15,000 kidneys per year 
could be made«available from 
people dying of brain damage 
in other forms. 

In the same year I have 
chosen for this purpose 4,000 
livers were also needed which 
the same 5,300 hemorrhage 
victims could also have sup- 
plied. But, in fact, nearly all 
of those kidney patients died 
while the vital organs they 
needed were burned up, in 
cremation or buried to rot 
away in the ground. 

In 1967 only 700 renal 
transplants were performed 
because donors are so hard to 
enlist and there are already 
recorded incidences of flat 
refusal to’ allow hearts to be, 
transplanted from prospective 
donors, as ‘for example. by the 
exercise of existing statutes 
undér the next-of-kin 
principle. 

This resistance against 
man’s struggle against dis- 
ease and death comes mainly 
from deep-seated feeling 
about the body. The sense of 
identity and recognition is 
largely somatic and especially 
so for the simple minded. 

And even though we suffer 
when he lose a part of our

flesh and bone we don’t lose 
our self-recognition; we know 
who we are no matter how 
maimed we might be and it is 
therefore probably somewhat 
easier psychologically to 
volunteer a part: of one’s self 
then it is for family or friends 
to dispose of one’s body on 
their initiative. 

There are many situations 
where a kidney has been 
promised by a donor patient 
but nevertheless after death 
the family refused to allow it. 
It seems somehow to them, 
apparently, to be destroying 
or hurting or degrading those 
who have passed on as they 
say in a popular circumlo- 
cution.

making the powerful guilt 
component in grief reaction 
familiar to us all and we have 
no great difficulty in under- 
standing the block in the way 
of ethical responsibilities. 

The legal position is often 


so unclear and the sensibili- 
ties at stake so poignant that 
hospital officials and physi- 
‘cians have usually bowed to 
this conventional obstruction- 
ism and often have done so 
obviously at thé expense of 
the recipient patient's life. 

In the Second World War 
they called it cannibalizing 
when they reassembled parts 
of broken down lorries, when 
they put them together to 
make new ones. But that kind 
of language is, of course, 
archaic. Years ago they said 
a cadaver was worth 87 cents 
for its residual chemicals but 


now a cadaver can be more ™ | 


valuable than its weight in 
gold. 

So Dr. Adrian Kantrowitz, 
the thoracic man at the 
Maemomides Hospital] in 
Brooklyn testifying _ before 
Senator Dale’s committee put 
it this way: he says it is 
wrong to bury 17 other good 
organs. when a man dies 
through loss of function in 
one.. They should be con- 
sidered—those 17 other good 
organs — as part of the na-

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tion’s resources and used for 
the living. 

Presumably as road blocks 
in the way of organ trans- 
plants are cleared away by 
successful methods of cell 
typing or by ways of bypass- 
ing the rejection mechanisms 
or finding adequate media for 
the preservation of vital 
tissue this fatal scarcity will 
emerge as very painfully 
obviously the most heart- 
breaking problem of 
transplants. - 

Seeing people die for the 
sake of. what some of my 
cynical friends call the bier 
barons. 

Funerals are immoral 
whether by interment or 
cremation. To bury precious 
tissue vitally needed for the 
life and health of people is 
inexcusably selfish and anti- 
social. And to burn them up is 
as callous and selfish as to 
bury them to rot in the 


ground. 

Ethically regarded fun- 
erals are archiac and stupid 
and insensitive. I’m delighted 


“as an Anglican parson that 


the Convocation of Canterbury 
in the Church of England was 
the first of the religious 
bodies by resolution to in- 
struct the clergy to educate 
their people in the nature of 
this problem and urge on 
them, as much as pastoral 
skill will permit, that they 
have memorial services now 
and not funerals any longer. 
The funeral practices in our 
semi-Christian culture are 
motivated largely by the 
feeling that the body is 
sacrosanct; a kind of form.of 
religious physicalism or relig- 
ious materialism. It has no 
theological support; it obvi- 
ously ignores Sf Paul’s em- 
phatic declaration that we are 
sown a physical body. but 
raised a spiritual body. 
Apparently there is no 
philosophic support for it. As 
far as our Western heritage is 
concerned we can go back as 
far as Aristotle’s treatises 
like “On the generation of 


animals” and “The soul’’. to 
find warning against any such 
superstitions. 

More and more people will 
be dying because of this lack 
of tissue and all due to 
conventional religion and 
ceremony. In the end it may 
prove- that man’s selfishness 
in this respect is so great that 
the need for organs of a vital 
sort will have to be met by 
raising herds of animals for 
inter-specific transplants, 
transplants from one animal 
species to another, for exam- 
ple aortic valves from pigs’ 
hearts or kidney from a 
chimpanzee or a cow’s thy- 
mus implanted in a cancer 
_ patient.

both biological and human life 
as one and the same thing so 
that terminating biological 
life either at a very early 
stage of fetal development, 
for example, in the first 


trimester of pregnancy or. at.

illness. In either case by that 
logic it is murder. 

But, if we can draw a 
distinction between merely 
biological life and truly 
human life then both abortion 
and euthanasia in some 
patient situations would no 
longer be taking a human life, 
that is, it would no longer be 
murder but it would become a 
good thing to do and the right 
thing to do. 

Something like the cerebral 
definition of death is called 
for and the person-centred 
doctrine of man in the Judeo-

He could run down a 
passenger with a lively interview, find a 
typewriter for you — and if your taste 
turned occasionally to luxury travel for 
which you didn't have the time or 
money, he could arrange regal trans- 
port-on one of the great vessels up to 
Vancouver. Newspaper people, by his 
lights, were entitled to the best. 

With him, it wasn't just a job. It was 
an association he enjoyed. He could 
gather a group.at the Empress — and 
side with newspaper guests against. the 
house dick protesting the noise from a 
room — or he could join emfortably in 
a visit to the Coach and Horses if that 
was the wish of the boys. He did his 
stint in the exacting protocol-stuffed 
public relations for royal visits and 
could put you in touch with a fight 
champion passing through. 

In the ups and downs of newspaper 
work, he never forgot a friend, You 
called him-on a visit-to Montreal, Pat 
and I did in 1960. Despite his busy day, 
he had time to introduce us ta the Press 


Club and follow with ‘lunch in the Kon- 
tiki Room, where they serve tall, exotic 
libations with three-inch parasols rising 


from. the ice-filled-glass. Then, to top it _ 


off, he found a pair of non-existent 
passes to the opening game of the 
Stanley Cup finals which marked 
Rocket Richard’s last season of play. 

Between newspaper people and those 
in public relations there is often ground 
for some constraint. Newspaper people 
have reservations about ‘“‘payola’’. 
Public relations men often try too hard 
to popularize ‘their employers. With 
Trav, no problem, Professionally, he 
worked with you and for you, with an 
appreciative word for your copy and 
consistent willingness to help you, but 
not interfere. He made friends. It was a 
natural process for him. And the CPR 
suffered not at all from that character- 
istic. , 

* * * 

Of course he had considerable 
resources behind him. The Empress 
was the one hotel above all others in 
Victoria. The great liners were in a 
majestic class _by themselves, Both 
provided - amenities that could be 
dispensed.

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The American actions could 
hurt the exposed pocketbook 
of Rhodesians and cut new 
investment,, while the UN 
resolution is. viewed by them, 
and by many outside experts 
on Africa, as impractical 
rhetoric. 

The resolution, passed by 
the security council 14-0 after

“Those little guys can’t hit too good,” remarked former 
Brooklyn Dodger pitcher Don Newcombe after a visit in 1950. 
“But they sure know how to make errors.” 

Indeed, it.now appears that some Japanese’ players have 
been making not a few errors on purpose — and getting paid, 
to boot. ; 

According to a government committee now probing alleged 
corruption in Japan’s two six-team major leagues, “‘at least 30 
players have been accepting bribes from gamblers to throw

dishonorable, gambling ring. — 

The sensational charges— made during the first two 
committee hearings— were in keeping with the rumor-rife, 
paranoid atmosphere that settled over the sport last October 
when Masayuki Nagayasu, a pitcher for the Nishitetsu Lions, 
was banished from professional baseball for rigging games. He 
allegedly served up easy-to-hit pitches and bribed some of his 
teammates to give Jess than their best. 

Shortly after he was expelled, Nagayasu suddenly vanished. 
It was rumored that he had been kidnapped — or killed — by 
gangsters. Just as suddenly, he materialized during the early 
stages of the baseball investigation, explaining that he had been 
hiding out because he feared public reaction. ‘Almost all the 
Lion players,” he is quoted as telling the police, ‘‘have relevant 
facts concerning fixed games.” 


In still another startling revelation, the committee charged

Shigeo Hasegawa — was caused by hoodlums rather than an 
auto accident as haf been reported. _—-

corruption in the sport. “A vast system of baseball gambling 
actually began around 1955 in Osaka,” claims Yakeju Suzuki, a 
prominent television-commentator. ‘But in the past two years, 
the system has grown to the point where gambling is one of the 
biggest’ sources of income for gangsters.’ Indeed, the 
committee estimates that 200 gambling rings were handling 
$5,500,000 each-day of the season. 

The baseball officials, in a manner typical to their breed on 
both sides of the Pacific, are trying their best to play down the 
scandal, claiming the incident have been blown out. of 
proportion. “I don’t think,” says Toshiyoshi Miyazwa, the 71- 
year-old commissioner of Japanese baseball, ‘‘that there is any 
possibility that there will be any other incidents. There have 
been a lot of extremely exaggerated statements and irrespon- 
sible statements.” 

According to commentator Suzuki, the only solution to the 
gambling problem is a major restructuring of professional 
baseball, “There is an a’ phere of dishoriesty and cheating 
starting at the top,’’ he says. “The large companies that own 
the clubs only use them for public, relations and for tax write- 
offs. Most of the clubs have been in-the red for 20:years. 

Except for the Yomuri Giants and the Hiroshima Carps, 
say Hiroshi Ihara of the commissioner's office, all the teams 
lose money — some as much as $550,000 a year. “‘The team 
executives,” says Suzuki, “are strictly second-rate people who 
lack imagination and ability. They are not anxious to rock the 
boat since they have no other means of livelihood besides 


basebail.”’

Neither do most of the players. Except for a very few 
superstars, most players are poorly paid (an average of about 
$3,000 for ~ 10-month, 130-game season). i 

Unlike their American counterparts, Japanese players 
receive slim pensions and few outside business opportunities. 
“Consequently,” says Suzuki, “the older players and the more 
mediocre ones are ripe fruit for the gamblers.” 

What about the fans? Most of them, needless to say, are 
sadly disillusioned — and baseball officials are not expecting 
this season’s attendance to approach last year’s record 9.8 
million. ; 

But like sports fans the. world over, Japanese baseball 
followers have short memories. The scandals will most likely 
be forgotten sooner than later.

RIO DE JANEIRO (CP)— 
Brasilia, Brazil's third: capi- 
tal; has “just celebrated its 
10th anniversary but some- 
how, like Peter Pan, it never 
seems to grow up. 

In spite of its immaturity, 
Brasilia has seen some trag- 
edy and little joy. 

. In 10 years, Brasilia has 
been the home of seven Bra- 
zilian presidents—Juscelino 
Kubitschek, Janio Quadros, 
Ranieri Mazzili,-Joao Goulart, 
Castello Branco, Costa e Silva 
and Gen. Garrastazu Medici. 
Two of: these met tragic 
deaths: Castello Branico was 
killed in a plane crash and 


Costa Silva suffered a stroke: 


and died a few months later. 
Three—Kubitschek, Quadros 
and Goulart—have had their 
political rights forfeited for 10 
years. Goulart is in exile in 
Uruguay. 

It was not unexpected that 
in the 0th anniversary 
speeches of celebration the 
name of former president Jus- 
celino Kubitschek was never 
mentioned, yet it was Kubi- 
tschek who was the one man 
responsible for the planning 
and building of Brasilia. The 
present military regime in 
Brazil tends to associate the 
name of Kubitschek With po- 
litical pollution rather than 
with progress. 


" _UNWILLING TO MOVE 


If Brasilia is still stunted as 
a capital city, the Brazilian 
himself—extremely adept at 
appreciating the better things 
of life and ‘nature—is to 
blame. The drabness_ of Bra- 
silia has been no great attrac- 
tion for him to leave the spar- 
kle of Rio, and there has been 
a great deal of foot-dragging 
on the part of the government 
in getting installed in Brasilia. 

The ministry of foreign rela- 
tions finally ‘left Rio only 
three weeks ago. Diplomatic 
missions seem ever more 
loath to leave Rio for Brasilia 
and for the most part keep 
only one representative there. 
Canada has net even started 
building an embassy in Bra- 
silia. 

The deadline set by the Bra- 
zilian foreign ministry for for- 
eign diplomats to move to 
Brasilia is Sept. 7, 1972—oth- 
erwise their diplomatic privi- 
leges will be withdrawn. 

Brasilia, with 10° years of 
growth, is considered a highly 
civilized capital—so civilized 
that it has the highest auto- 
mobile accident rate in the 
country. Today its population 
is 440,000,

Vic West elementary is an 
average-size school for Vic- 
toria, with about 550 pupils 


“and 16 teachers. 


But it’s housed in four 
separate “buildings, and that’s 
part of the problem.

was. built in 1908 and the

Ernest Becker, professor of 
behavioral science, said there 
is a belief, especially among 
young people, that the mind

Freud and Dr, Carl Jung, 
Becker attempted to explain

Becker described ithe

,as “the child’s 


out ef you in spite of what 
you are doing.” 

Jung wrote about the wis- 
dom of the unconscious mind, 
using the mysteries ‘and 
secrets of the East. 

“You see how much the 
Jungian view accords with the 
ideas of the young. today,” 
said Becker. ‘Certainly, it 
accords with the teachings of 
the Orient.” 

The Freudian attitude, how- 
ever, .relies on. the Oedipus 
complex, defined by Becker 
character 
shaped by. his reactions to his 
parents’ atmosphere.’’.’ 

The mind becomes, instead 
of a source of ereativity,.a 
force which a~ person’ must 
fight against. He must rebel 
against his own training and 
develop his own perceptions if 
he, is. to, be creative. 

“This: is ,the Freudian con- 
cept — you become your own 
type” of person by stepping 
aside. from. your . early 
habits."’ 


‘World: Leaders Labelled 
Flagrantly Psychotic 


A Simon Fraser University 
professor labelled as “‘flag- 
rantly psychotic’ the world’s 
political leaders. 

Ernest Becker, behavioral 
science sociologist. at. SFU, 
defined flagrant psichosis as 
“a: misassignment, of priori- 
ties.” 

Addressing ‘the 16th -scien- 
tific session of the. B.C. 
family physicains, Becker.told 
the doctors that the world .is 


threatened with calamities 
such as famine, disease and 
pollution. 
“So what does a flagrant 
psychotic from Texas do? 
“He takes $80,000,000 and 
spends it on a little war in an 


unknown country." 


The. only .solution to the 
world’s: mental illness, sug- 
gests Becker, is ‘‘divine inter- 
vention.” 

“Maybe one morning the 
psychotics won't wake up." 


Becker said he is inclined to 
believe in the Freudian 
approach. 

“Creative work has to be 
painfully and gropingly 
shaped by the ego.’’ 


Becker said great artists 


had to fight their own minds 
in order to create a work of 
art 


“They didn't sit around 
waiting for their ids to erupt. 
Nothing really comes out of 
the unconscious and‘ has 
human meaning which is not 
placed under rigorous cogni- 
tive control,”’ said Becker. 

A doctor suggested from 
the audience in the question 
period following Becker's 
address that woman, as—the 
more creative sex, had been 


siecartie by man. 

“Why can’t she influence us 
more,”’ he asked. 

Becker suggested that -the 
role: of women in society 
arises from the primitive 
physical supériortiy of men 
and has nothing to do with the 


._ creative mind. 


This is part of the reason 
for the new feminist move- 
ment, he said. 

However, women are just 
as prone. to the Freudian 
Oedipus complex as are’ men, 
said Becker, so women are 
not the great answer to the. 
world’s ills. 

But he agreed, 
should be freed 
“slavery’’ and allowed to use 
their minds.

Alcohol Pollutant 
Says Psychologist 


The difficult child uses 
drugs to grab the establish- 
ment, University of British 
Columbia child psychologist, 
Dr. A. N. McTaggart said 
Tuesday. 

Dr. McTaggart addressed a 
meeting of the 16th annual 
scientific session of B.C: 
family physicians. 

“Society is so blinded by its 
own use of alcohol that it sees 
this new drug as a new 


pollutant,"’ said Dr: McTag- 
gart. ' > 
Thus, parents get upset 


over the use of marijuana, he 
continued, and pay more 
attention to the child. 

Dr. McTaggart, quoting the 
recent drug survey taken 


among B.C. students, said 
46.2 per cent used alcohol and 
20 per cent used marijuana. 

“Look at it closely. It’s the 
alcohol that pollutes their 
brains. Is anyone concerned 
about alcohol?” 

Dr. McTaggart said that 
drugs were used by children 
to escape from their troubles 
at home and at school. 

The ‘‘difficult child'' cannot 
cope with his parents’ anxiety 
about his “success” and opts 
out, escapes into fantasy, or 
uses drugs. 

Parents see university en- 
trance as the measure of 
success for a child. The child 
is forced into a race based on 
academic success where the 
odds are very high, he said.

NEW YORK — Cosmetic 
surgery is being sought by an 
increasing number of women, 
but it is still not easy to come 
by. Determination, time and 
money are all needed. 


Cosmetic surgeons don't 
Beek out patients, No surgeon 
here would be likely to allow, 
as did Dr, Ivo Pintanguey of 
Brazil, an article in a news 
magazine about his work. 

When a woman first con- 
siders cosmetic surgery, she 
may ask her physician about 
a possible surgeon. Usually, 
his reply will be something 
like, “What do you want that 
for? You look fine for a 
‘woman of your age.” 

After that, a women, has to 
be pretty determined to get 
the name of a surgeon out of 

_ him, 


from in, the operating room. 
It may take weeks before the 
surgeon can even see her. 
“When he does, she will likely 
be subjected to more than a 
physicial examination. 

The surgeon will try to 
discover why she wants the

surgery, and in conversation , 


he will be looking for signs of 
instability. 

Surgeons are wary of 
patients «who: think ‘their lives 
will ‘be changed by cosmetic 
surgery, or who have some 
impossible vision of  them- 
selves after the operation. 
Such patients are always dis- 
appointed and mean nothing 
but trouble, 
turned down because the 
surgeon believes her facial 
structure doesn't augur for 
success.»A collapsed jawline 
from sagging skin, yes, but 
one which is heavy with fat, 
no. 

* Some ‘skin problems,. such 
as extensive birth: , cane 
not be surgically tréated 
“without visible scars. It’s one 
thing to restore a shattered 
jaw, leaving scars, because 
the problem must be solved, 

, and another to do a beautify- 
ing job that leaves., visible 
results. ° 

-Pnee the surgeon has 
accepted the patient, time 
and money come into play 
‘Most cosmetic operations 
don't involve more than a 
week or s0 in hospital, but the 
swelling and occasional dis- 
colorations take longer. With 
a major face lift, the time for 
complete recovery of the face 
may be as long as six 
months. Whatever time is 
‘required, the patient must be 
able to stay at home or not 
mind being seen everywhere 
with dark glasses or a swollen 
face. 

Cosmetic operations require 
a high degree of skill and 
artistry. Therefore, they are 
not chéap. What's more, 
many cosmetic surgeons 
‘deliberately charge high for 

what they regard as unneces- 
sary operations, to discourage 
the frivolou and to finance the 
work they do on disfigure- 
ment patients who can’t pay. 

All: this accounts for the 
varying fees a patient will be 
quoted. One surgeon will 
charge $350 for an eye lift, 
while another will ask $1,500. 
The full face lift can range’ 
from , $1,000 to $2,000, As it 
isn't usually possible to 
“shop” for an operation the 
patient simply has to shell 
out. After. all, surgery for 
beauty or youth isn't'a matter

COSMETIC SURGERY: 
Frivolous Pay More 


Most common cosmetic 
surgery today is the “nose 
jeb,” to straighten and some- 
times shorten a nose that is 
too much for jite“face. It is 
usually not wmore than $500, 
requires little hospitalization, 
but a few weeks for the 
swelling to go down. Next 
comes the “eye lift,” in which 
lines are smoothed out and 
lids that have dropped are 
lifted, It’s a kind of inini face 
lift for those who don't need 
more. 

The full face. lift might 
better be called a drawing 
back. The skin is-lifted from 
the muscular structure be- 
neath, so the excess sag may 
be cut way. The skin is then 
drawn back to be sutured 
behind the ears, where the 
tine-line sear will not show.

OTTAWA (CP) — Do Soviet 
submarines operate in the Cana- 
dian Arctic? 

Maybe, says the defence dé- 

partment. Spokesmen refuse to 
be any more explicit because of 
the obvious intelligence value of 
anything they might disclose. 
‘ There have been a number of 
reported sightings of undersea 
craft in the area in recent 
years. None, upon investigation, 
has been definitely confirmed. 


A tew have been classified as 
probables. But they weren't 
necessarily Soviet submarines. 
United States nuclear-powered 
subs pore! cae known to enter 
the wat of the arctic archi- 
pelago—with Canadian ac- 
quiescence, 


The question of foreign sub- 
marine activity in the north has 
become more topical as Canada 
moves in various ways to assert 
its sovereignty there. 


MORE AERIAL PATROLS 


As part of this process, aerial 
surveillance over the entire re- 
gion is being stepped up. Sur- 
veillance patrol hours are being 
increased by 25 per cent this 
year— 1,380 last year—and 
an aircraft servicing detach- 
ment is to be established at 
Frobisher Bay on Baffin Island. 
_A defence department spokes- 
man, asked whet the surveil- 
lance crews will be looking for, 
replied non-committally: ‘‘Any- 
thing of interest, whether a 
ship, a submarine or people in 
distress."’ - y : 

They. will not be watching 
specifically for submarines, he 
said. But submarines were cer- 
tainly a “consideration.” 

As seen here, there is no ap- 
parent strategic reason for the 
Soviets to station nuclear-pow- 
ered ‘submarines—the kind in 
question — in the Canadian Arc-| 
tic. There are no cities within 
range to hurl~ballistic missiles 
at should war break out. And 
~ there” are no established ship- 
ping lanes to disrupt. 

As for using the Arctic as a 
route to send submarines into 
the North Atlantic, experts con- 
tend that the Russians would be 
better off using other routes. | “ 
There are extensive shallow 
areas in the arctic archipelago, 
as well ag heavy ice conditions. 


WATCHING ACTIVITY 


There remains the possibility 
that the Soviets might be inter- 
ested in using the occasional 
submarine foray to test the de- 
gree of military activity being 
carried on by Canada and the 
U.S. in a sensitive area of the 
globe. 


Further, a Soviet: submarine 
might use the Arctic as a ‘“‘re-| 
fuge” should Allied surveillance 
activity in the North Atlantic 
become too intensive. This pos-| ¢ 
sibility was' cited to a Commons | ~ 
defence subcommittee earlier 
this year by Rear Admiral John 
Charles, deputy chief control- 
lér-general of the Canadian 
armed forces,

Continental Dollars 


Met With 


By BOB BOWMAN 

One of these stories recently 
mentioned the Quebec Act of 
1774 and how it stirred up 
hostility in the British colon- 
ies to the south. They -ob- 
jected “because the Roman 
Catholic Church was given 
complete freedom in Quebec. 
Congress passed a resolution 
stating that the act supported 
“impiety, bigotry, persecu- 
tion, murder and rebellion in 
every part of the world.” 

Yet a few days later, 
Congress passed another reso- 
lution inviting the citizens of 
Quebec to “seize the oppor- 
tunity presented to you by 
providence itself’’ and join 
the original 13 states in their 
. rebellion against Britain. The 
resolution even suggested that 
Nova Scotia had already 
agreed to join, 

It was confused public 
relations. Church leaders and 
seigneurs in: Quebec appreci- 
ated the freedom that had 
been granted by Britain and 
‘urged their people to have 
nothing to do with the Ameri- 
cans. Nova Scotia, populated 


by many former Americans

but did not join the 13 states;~ 


as expected. 

Then the Americans in- 
vaded. They’ captured Mont- 
real easily, but Quebec sur- 
vived the attack, although it 
was under siege from No- 
vember, 1775, until May, 1776. 
In the meantime the Ameri- 

ns made another diplomatic 
effort to win the entire 
province. Benjamin Franklin 
arrived in Montreal.on April 
29° with Charles and John 

Carroll, two eminent Roman 
Catholics from Maryland. 
They promised the people of 
Quebec in speeches and post- 
ers were not impressed. In 
fact they disciplined a Mont- 
Britain. Quebec church lead- 
much freedom under the 
USA they had under 
real priest who alowed John 
Carroll to ‘celebrate mass in 
. his. church, hs 

Franklin brought a great 
deal of paper money with 
him, It was ‘‘Continental 
dollars” printed in the U.S., 
but regarded with great sus- 
picion. Even the Montreal cab 
drivers would not accept 
them and they were said to 
be ‘not worth a. Continental 
damn,” an expression ‘still in 
use today. Franklin’s delega- 
tion had to leave Montreal in 
a hurry when the Royal Navy 
arrived at Quebec early in

Causes, Diagnosis 


Of Diarrhea Attack | 


By DR. WALTER ALVAREZ 


In attempting to determine 
the cause of a diarrhea, much 
will depend on. how long the 
diarrhea has lasted, how 
severe it is, whether there is 
fever with it (indicating an 
acute infection); whether 
there is blood coming from 
the bowél (indicating ulcera- 
tion of the large bowel); 
whether the diarrhea is con- 
stant or intermittent; whether 
medicine that is upsetting his 
bowl; or whether ‘the person 
has a great worry, or spells 
of fear. 

To show how peculiar the 
problem can sometimes be, I 
remember a woman who, a 
while ago, came up from a 
distant state with a terrible 
diarrhea that handicapped her 
greatly. No expert in her ciy 
had been-able to guess what 
the cause Was.

In order to see if she. had.a 
food allergy, for a couple of 
days I had her on my s0- 
called elimination diet, con- 
sisting of nothing but datmeal 
with sugar and butter for 
breakfast, a broiled lamb 
chop for luncheon and dinner, 
some rice cooked with water 
for luncheon and dinner, and 
for dessert, some canned 
pears. She was not allowed 
any food or drink beside that, 
and the diarrhea went on 
unchecked.

This 
nurse had suggested that the 
patient drink eight big glasses 
of water a day, and that was 
the beginning of the diarrhea.

New Needs, 
New Hopes 
For Women

How are we to explain the 
recent emergence of many 
women's liberation groups in 


parts of 


: but by men. 

“ There i's 
Forbes no escaping 
the fact that the appearance 
of such groups must reflect 
some uneasiness in women, 
some strain in the relations 
between the sexes. 

This is all the more puz- 
zling because in many ways 
women, and North American 
women in particular, never 
had it so good. 

Why then all this talk of 
problems and dilemmas? I 
suspect it is that freedom of 
choice for Canadian (and 
United, States) women has 
been vastly maximized and 
much that has been mere talk 
and lip service in the past has 
now become real.

This growth of freedom of 
choice is hinged to the growth 
and change in the economy. 
Even more so perhaps to 
changing ideas in industry 


» and the home, in marriage 


and child-bearing, and to the 
crdmbling away of traditional 
attitudes and values. ° 

These and other forces are 
producing a new pattern of 
life for women. And out of 
this new pattern and its 


emerging obviously new needs 
and new hopes and epoca 
tions. 

Trends that have produced 
the’ new. women’s liberation 
groups in Canada are much 
the same inthe United States. 

They include the movement 
from rural to urban localities; 
the large increase of women, 
and especially married 
women, in the labor force, 
earlier age of marriage and 
consequently the earlier age 
at which women plan to stop 
having children. 

It should also ‘be remem- 
bered that in both Canada 
and the States there is a 
similarity in the way women 
are ignored when it comes to 
top-drawer positions. 

We find few women at the 
top in political and economic 
arenas although there are 
large numbers ‘at lower, 
supervisory levels and in’ key 
positions in community organ- 
izations.

In both Canada and the 
United States, the battle for 
the franchise (long ago now), 
for, control.of property and so 
on, has resulted in legislation 


which guarantees the rights: 


of women in many fields. 
However, at the level of 
everyday life, women still are 
the victims of diserimination. 
Until now this has been 
expressed mainly in terms of 
unequal pay for equal work. 
But recently many more 
discriminations have been 
identified. 
‘Some of the new women's 
liberation groups are asking 
only for equality, on an 
economic level.

LONDON (CP) — Denis 
Law, once the most expensive. 
and feared soccer player in 
Britain, has been put on the 
sale list by Manchester 
United with a price tag of 
£50,000 ($156,000). 

United bought Law from 
Torino of Turin in 1962, 
paying the Italian club 
£115,000 ‘ ($299,000);- a record 
which wasn’t broken until. 
1968. 

But the star scorer of the 
United forward line for six 
years has been plagued by 
two years of injury and bad 
luck culminating in manager 
Sir Matt Bfisby’s decision to 
put him up for offers, 


“We placed Denis on the 
transfer list for his own 
good,” said Busby, ‘‘He is no 
longer a regular first-team 
player, but he is still a great 
player and I shall be very 
sorry to see him leave the 
club.” 


CHANGE COULD HELP 


Busby believes a change 
will give Law. the boost in 
confidence he needs. 

The Socttish-born Law, now 
30, joined Second Division 
Huddersfield Town’s farm 
team when he left school, in 
1955, 

Swiftly established as a 
valuable goal-getter, he made 
his deput with the Scotland 
international squad in 1958 
and attracted national in 
terest. 

He moved to Manchester 
City, traditional rival of 
United, in 1969 in a then- 
record £53,000 deal.

Davis said he was afraid

“Tf it follows the normal 
course, it could turn into a 
pretty lengthy procedure, 
which bothers me,” Davis 
said “We want something 
done now, not three months 
from now. 

DAVIS BAFFLED 

“I’m a bit baffled» by this 
(PCB) announcement.” 

Davis said he had hoped the 
PCB would not apply its 
regular procedures’ used: in 
Screening a new company 
seeking a*permit ‘‘when there 
should. be ssome faster! pro- 
cedures for .a_ plant in 
trouble.’’
